Preface 

Irrmedla tely following the SDS National Convention 
held in Chicago, a group of thirty anti-war activists led 
by P^_RNARDINE DOHRN, traveled to Cuba where they met with 
and received Instructions from representatives of the 
Democratic Republic of North Vietnam and rrovislonal 
Revolutionary Governiaent (PRG) f South V :trani. Having 
received an ''Iraccdia te” appeal rrom Hanoi to take measures 
to prevent the war, the eflectlve leadership of SDS, 
all of whom were Noatbermen conducted their meetings with the 
Vietnamese under conditions described by CARLDAV IDSON, 
in the "Guardian” as of "special importance ."^(| hNYXH Van Ba, 
the Viet Cong's chief representative In Havana , told the 
Weathermen to look for the person who fights hardest against 
the cops when recruiting; his intlaiacy with Weathermen 
continued after the July meel Ing^with a series of pbon© 
calls to the SDS t lonst 1 Office J j^ The July, 1969 meetings 
intensiflod the revolutionary comr^tment of the Weathermen 
to "Bring the War Home," The Influf ce of the Cubans and 
the North Vietnamese on the future direction of Weatherman 
was compel ling; tfielr actions during the infamous "Days 
of Rage" held In Chlcag.)
